It 
was stated by divers who went down into 
the wreck at dawn that there are many 
bodies still onder the entanglement of 
timbers and paddle wheels and that it 
would be necessary to dynamite the hulk 
or raise it before they could be reached. 
To this end city officials communicated 
with a wrecking company, and an an- 
rouncement was made that the company

NEW COUNTIES 


Governor Will Discuss Subject 
in His Message 


He Will Probably Also Recommend 
Establishment of a Department 
of Immigration — General 
Assembly Will Be in Ses- 
sion Next Week. 


Many Georgia towns are anxious to 
have new counties established around 
them, of which they may beeome the 
county seats, 

Governor Terrell will, it is understood, 
deal with this subject in his forthcom- 
ing message to the general assembly, 
and will recommend a change in the 
state constitutioi which will permit an 
increase in the present number of coun- 
ties, which {s 187, The number of coun-, 
ties is, at present, limited to those now 
in existence, but reasons have arisen to 
make the establishment of new counties 
desirable, particularly in the southern 
part of the state where some counties 
are so large that many farmers have to 
drive from 20 to 30 miles, sometimes 
farther, to reach the county seat, 

Among the towns which are anxious 


to become the county seats of new coun- | 


ties are Cordele, Dooly county, Tifton fn 
Rerrien cotinty, Ashburn in Worth coun- 
ty, Haslehurst in Appling county, Millen, 
which is located in Burke, Screven and 
Emanuel counties, Viila Rica in Car- 
roll, and Winder, which is part In Jack- 
son, part in Gwinnett and part in Wal- 
ton county 

In some instances, 
reason exists why new counties should 
be created, and an effort will be made 
to have the legislature pass a const!- 
tutional amendment. which will permit 
of changes in this respect. 


Department of Immigration. 

Another feature of the governor's mes- 
sage, it is understood, will relate to a 
department of immigration. The gover- 
nor belleves that such a department 
should be established, independent of any 
other state department, with a view to 
bringing to Georgia desirable settlers, 
particularly of the farming class. There 
are many farmers in the west whose 
eyes are turned toward the south, and 
it would take but little effort to bring 
them here if the proper. information 
could be laid before them. Governor 
Terrell does not, of course, favor foreign 
immigration, but only the coming to 
GeormWa of such desirable citizens from 
other sections of this country as are 
here indicated.

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New York, June !7.—The cotton mar- 
ket opened weak at a decline of 3 to 18 
points wifh the old crop months showing | 
the greatest losses under liquidation and 
bear pressure following very disappoint- 
ing English cables and continued favor- 
able weather. The new crop months con- | 
tinued to show relative steadiness dur- | 
ing the entire session, being sustained by | 
the covering of a large spot interest | 
and buying by spot houses and spinners | 
in spite of the persistent seiling .by wire | 
houses with southern connections, said | 
to represent the operations of planters 
hedging their prospective crops as a re- | 
sult of the recent improved growing con- | 
ditions. This demand, however, was not 
sufficient to prevent declines in the face | 
of the weakness of July and of the indica- | 
tions for continued favorable weather, 
and in the early afternoon the whole lst 
ruled very weak with July breaking 
through the I!lc mark to 10.93, while 
August sold at 10.50, October at 9.55 and 
December at 9.48, these being at losses 
of 34 to 36 points on the old crop and 
of 10 to 12 points on the new crop posi- 
tions. Later the market was a little 
steadier on covertgg and reports of large 
clearances from New Orleans, but was | 
finally, at just about the lowest level | 
of the session, steady in tone at a net de- | 
cline of 33 to 35 points on the old, a 
decline of 15@17 points on the new crop | 
months. The old crop positions showed | 
great sensitiveness during the entire ses- 
sion, selling down easily and then rally- 
ing several points on comparatively light | 
orders. 

In a general way, the selling seemed to 
come from New Orleans and the south, 
while the Wall street interests were the | 
buyers. Tota] sale of futures were esti- 
mated at 300,000 baleg. 


New Orleans ‘Cotton Market. 


New Orleans, June !7.—In the spot cot- 
ton market there was more activity than 
for several days, the present low prices 
causing buyers to take hold. There was 
also some export demand.

Futures opened irregular with prices 
from 6 to 48 points lower. At the opening 
the bears made a furious assault on 
July, sending that option down to 10.88, 
a new low level and 5! points lower than 
gesterday’s closing. At this level the | 
leading bulls became heavy buyers, one | 
of them bidding |! cents for 50,000 bales | 
of July. Within a few minutes after the | 
opening the bears appeared to have sold 
all the July cotton they cared to, al- | 
though bulls were defiant and offered to | 
take any quantity of cotton at the mar- | 
ket.
